Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Wechkin proposed two changes to claim 1 to distinguish the 
claims over the prior art. The first change identifies the electrode assembly as moveable separately from the cleaning 
electrode. This change would overcome the Shinogi reference, which teaches a cleaning electrode and electrode 
assembly that moves as a single unit. The second change indicates that the electrode assembly is spaced apart from 
the workpiece. This limitation would overcome the reference of Simpson, which teaches an electrode (36) that is in 
direct contact with the workpiece. The relative movement of the electrode assembly with respect to the cleaning 
electrode was also addressed as a potential distinguishing feature. The present invention, as exemplified in Figure 3B, 
differs from the structure of the device disclosed by Simpson, In the present invention, the electrode assembly moves 
in a plane parallel to the workpiece towards and away from the cleaning electrode. In the device of Simpson, any 
movement would involve the rotation of the electrode or the workpiece, which does not include movement that affects 
the spacing between the two electrodes. Mr. Wechkin's efforts are appreciated, and the proposed amendments will be 
carefully considered upon submission. 
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
